Claims 6,7, drawn to a microscope with specifics of 
the secondary stage height adjuster and light source, 
classified in class 359, subclass 392. 

V. Claim 9, drawn to a microscope with specifics of the 
secondary stage height adjuster and handle, classified 
in class 359, subclass 392. 

VI. Claims 10,11, drawn to a microscope with specifics of 
the secondary stage height adjuster and container, 
classified in class 359, subclass 392.
